Plans for the organization of two 
national 
grower-owned, 
grower-con­ 
trolled selling agencies for the han­ 
dling of potatoes and apples are being 
discussed at special group sessions of 
the potato and apple growers of the 
East and Middle W est during the gen­ 
eral m eeting of the National Coopera­ 
tive Marketing conference at the New 
Fubbitt Hotel in Washington, today, 
Friday and Saturday. 
“The meetings are called because of 
the deplorable condition of the apple 
and potato industries,” according to 
W alton Poteet, of Texas, secretary 
of the National Council of Coopera­ 
tives, Who recently addressed a gath­ 
ering of farmers at the Court House 
in Gettysburg. 
“Lack of organiza­ 
tion between growers and neighboring 
producing .sections has wiped out prof­ 
its and imperiled large investm ents. 
The only way to better the situation,” 
Poteet declared, “is for the apple and 
potato men to take complete charge 
of the selling department of their 
own business.” 
Potato growing was emphasized at 
the annual Farmers’ School for Adams 
county held here the last few days. 
C. IL Foss, of Caribou, Maine, pres­ 
ident of the Maine Potato Growers’

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THE ANDERSON CONVICTION 


There is great local interest in the 
recent conviction as a felon of Wil­ 
liam H. Anderson, superintendent of 
the 
Anti-Saloon 
league 
of 
New 
York. 
Two disinterested New York 
newspapers, which followed the steps 
in detail leading up to the conviction 
af Anderson, have recently discussed 
the 
matter 
editorially. 
The 
New 
York Times says: 
“If ever an indicted man had a fair 
trial, it was had by William H. An­ 
derson, superintendent 
of the Anti­ 
saloon league of New York. He was 
defended by able and assiduous coun­ 
sel. 
No charge of undue prejudice 
was brought against the jury which 
found him 
guilty. 
The presiding 
judge, who was brought down from 
Rockland 
county 
as if in order to 
Fpike the assertion made by Mr. An­ 
derson in advance that he was to be 
‘framed’ by some 
Tammany justice 
of the supreme court, was manifestly 
even-handed 
throughout 
the 
trial. 
His charge to the jury was a model 
of lucid statement of the law of the 
issues involved, and of the questions 
of fact upon which it was the prov­ 
ince of the 
jurors 
to 
pass. 
They 
quickly reached the verdict that Mr. 
Anderson was guilty as charged in f 
the indictment. 
“The attitude assumed by too many 
of Mr. Anderson’s friends and for­ 
mer backers is much to be regretted. 
Officers of the 
Anti-Saloon 
league, j 
some of them 
estimable clergymen, 
insist that they believe implicitly in 
Mr. Anderson’s integrity and good­ 
ness, in spite of all that has happen-! 
ed. 
This will be of no lasting help 
to him, while it may do Injury to the 
cause which these excellent men have 
at heart.
